STEPS II FIHST 
1 TEARS OF BASEBALL— 
By GARDNER SOULE 
AP Featu re Serv ice Sports Editor 
Cooperstown , N. Y.—A base­ 
ball diamon d was laid ou t in a 
cow pastu re here 100 y ears ago. 
This was probably du e to a 
mere flight of fan cy , oY to a spu r- 
of-the-m om en t idea, on the part 
of a Cooperstown y ou th n amed 
Abn er Dou bleday . 
Dou bleday merely was try in g 
to figu re ou t some game tha t the 
v illage boy s cou ld play on the 
green sward. 
Bu t from his flight of fan cy 
there came baseball—the 
n a­ 
tion al game of 125 ,000,000 per­ 
son s. 
Scholars may argu e abou t the 
ex act origin of baseball. I hav e 
seen the game attribu ted to (1) 
v ariou s hordes of mon key s in 
Africa; (2) the Chaldean em ­ 
pire; (3) the American In dian 
an d (4 ) En glish cricket play ers. 
Bu t Abn er Dou bleday , in 1839, 
at Cooperstown , laid ou t 
the 
diamon d (he called it a squ are), 
established the distan ce of 90 
feet between bases (a dimen sion 
that rem ain s today ), an d 
or­ 
gan ized sides (teams) to play 
each other. 
A commission , appoin ted in 
1907 to determin e the origin al 
scen e of baseball, decided that 
Cooperstown was it. 
The first ball was home-made, 
a ru bber, leather-cov ered ball 
wou n d with y arn . It was lopsided 
an d abou t as liv ely as a hu n k of 
pu tty . 
The first bats were improv ised 
from rake han dles, broomsticks, 
an d wagon ton gu es. 
Dou bleday ex perimen ted with 
teams of n in e men an d of elev en 
men . The first teams play ed an y 
n u mber of han ds (in n in gs) u n til 
on e side score 21 aces 
(ru n s), 
thereby win n in g the game. 
The batter was ou t if a fielder 
cau ght his batted ball on a “fair 
bou n d,” the first bou n ce. There 
were n o “called” strikes or balls, 
an d the batter cou ld lin ger at 
the plate all day u n til he made 
u p his min d to hit. 
The 
pitcher 
stood 
4 5 
feet 
away from the dish an d tossed 
the ball u n derhan d. 
By 184 2, baseball had gotten 
down to New York city . 
There, in the sprin g of 184 5, 
Alex an der Cartwright organ ized 
the first baseball team tha t was 
to stick together for an y len gth 
of time. 
Cartwright recru ited his men 
in New York, an d led them across 
the ferry , in to New Jersey , where 
they prospected for a su itable 
grou n d. The boy s selected the 
Ely sian fields. Their team be­ 
came the Kn ickerbockers. 
The secon d baseball team in 
America 
was 
the 
New 
York 
Gotham clu b, organ ized in 1852. 
Sin ce baseball soon was on its 


way to becomin g a popu lar win ­ 
ter sport, this team play ed the 
Brookly n Atlan tics three games 
on ice skates in 186 5 -6 6 . 
The First Unifo rms 
The first u n iforms, adopted 
April 24 , 184 9, con sisted of blu e 
woolen 
pan ts, 
white 
flan n el 
shirts an d straw hats. 
Baseball was strictly a “gen tle­ 
m an 's pastim e” at the 
start. 
Profession alism was n ot to ap­ 
pear u n til 1868. 
“Called” strikes were in tro­ 
du ced in 1858. They were in clu d­ 
ed in the Kn ickerbocker clu b’s 
first ru les prov idin g that three 
strikes comprised an ou t. 
The first series of games for 
what may be called a cham pion ­ 
ship took place in or abou t 1858. 
The scen e was the Ely sian 
Fields. 
Competin g team s came from 
New York an d Brookly n . 
Here’s how the games wen t:

The rest they en slav ed, in a day 
when slav ery was p ractically u n ­ 
kn o wn in Eu ro p e, an d wo rked 
them u n der the lash u n til they 
dro p p ed fro m ex hau stio n . 
The Sp an ish p riests were in ­ 
terested o n ly in sav in g the so u ls 
o f the In dian s. What hap p en ed 
to their p o o r bo dies was a m at­ 
ter o f small Co n cern . An d when 
so me u n u su ally hu man e p riest 
attemp ted to lighten the bu rden s 
o f his In dian co n v erts, his effo rts 
were sev erely fro wn ed u p o n by 
the o wn ers o f tho se In dian s. 
On e su ch p riestly effo rt led to 
the first imp o rtatio n o f n egro 
slav es fro m Africa. 
This p riest 
had the idea that the n egro to o k 
mo re kin dly to slav ery than did 
the In dian —an d th at by brin g­ 
in g in n egro es he co u ld ev en tu al­ 
ly p ersu ade the Sp an ish p lan ta­ 
tio n o wn ers to release the In ­ 
dian s fro m slav ery .

“Her Majesty Queen Mary has 
passed a restless night partly 
due to injury to one ey e which 
although painful is not a source 
of anx iety . 
“Her M ajesty ’s general condi­ 
tion is satisfactory .” 
Queen Mary will be 72 y ears 
old on Friday . 
Sir Richard Cruise, a famed 
specialist who is surgeon-occu- 
list to the q ueen, called on her 
last night and again today with- 
other phy sicians. 
Doctors attending the q ueen 
m other rem ained at her resi­ 
dence, Marlborough House, for 
more than an hour before issu­ 
ing the bulletin.

WINNIPEG GREETS 


Winnipeg, May 24 
(ZP) — King 
George VI. came today to the 
center of his great Canadian do­ 
minion to speak to the 500,000,- 
000 people of his realm on Em­ 
pire Day , British worldwide hol­ 
iday . 
His Empire Day broadcast (12 
noon, EST), the first message 
ev er spoken on a world hookup 
by a British king away from 
England, was awaited as the 
high point of the roy al v isit to 
Winnipeg, although the city has 
been celebrating the coming of 
King George and Queen Eliza­ 


beth for sev eral day s and last 
night staged a two-mile parade 
of 40 floats tracing the rom antic 
history of the Canadian west. 
In v iew of King George’s pre­ 
v ious utterances of significance 
since he arriv ed in Canada, first 
in regards to British relations 
with the United States and later 
in w hat was interpreted as a 
warning to the dictators of Eu­ 
rope as he unv eiled the Can­ 
adian national war memorial at 
Ottawa on Sunday , his Winnipeg 
address was awaited with much 
interest. 
This city is ov erflowing with 
v isitors from rural M anitoba and 
from the United States. Esti­ 
m ates hav e been made th a t 50,- 


0 0 0 Americans would swell local 
crowds along the 26-mile route 
of the roy al driv e through the 
city this afternoon and see parts 
of the eight-hour program. 
On the morning program was 
first a v isit to the city hall, with 
presentations and an address of 
welcome 
from 
May or 
John 
Queen, and then a somewhat 
sim ilar ceremonial at the M ani­ 
toba legislativ e building where 
the king was to go through the 
ritual of a ceremonial address 


for about the tw elfth time since 
he arriv ed in Canada. 
Prem ier John Bracken, 
o f the 
M anitoba prov incial 
g o v ernment 
was to handle th a t 
ceremo ny 
and present dignitaries to 
the 
king and q ueen. 
In the late afternoon 
King 
George has to stop at old 
Fo rt- 
Garry , now a W innipeg park, 
to 
take in the uniq ue ceremony o f 
receiv ing rent from the head 
o f 
the historic Hudson’s Bay com­ 
pany , founded in 
167 0. Two elk 
heads and two rare black beav er 
pelts were to be paid by the tra d ­ 
ing company whenev er the king 
or his heirs v isited the com­ 
pany ’s domain. 
Today offered the first oppor­ 
tunity in history for the pay ­ 
m ent of the “rent” to a reign­ 
ing m onarch. Once prev iously it 
was paid to the present Duke of 
Windsor, when he v isited C an­ 
ada as Prince of Wales in 
1927 . 
King George and Queen Eliz­ 
abeth hav e cov ered 1,200 miles 
since leav ing Toronto Monday 
night. 
In the wilderness of northern 
Ontario they saw a sparsely set­ 
tled land of rare beauty , espe­ 
cially the scenic route around 
the top of Lake Superior.
